Many ot these are still in such preserva- 
tion as to present record at once in- 
tetesting and intelligent to the antiquarian 
Student. Near the station of the New- 
York, Pennsylvanin and Ohio Railroad is a 
peculiar earth formation which was designed by 
those who fashioned it thousands of years ago 
to represent a serpent, according to the coneclu- 
sion of those who have read the customs of the 
mound builders by the monuments they have 
leff.

DEATH OF WILKES-BARRE’S DISTINGUISHED 
LITTERATEUR AND ANTIQUARIAN — A 
BRIRF REVIEW OF HIS FIFE AND 
CHARACTER. 

Dr. Harrison Wright, eldest son of the Jate 








Harrison Wright, formerly a distinguished |) 


member of the Luzerne county bar, died at the 
family homestead on South Franklin Street, 
at il o’clock yesterday morning, of typhoid 
pneumonia. not yet having reached his 35th 
year, a tor an illness of one week’s duration. 
Dr. Wright was a young man of marked abil- 
ity, a devoted student and lover of science and 
art. His paternal ancestors came from Exg- 
land in 1681 with William Penn’s colony of 
Quaker immigranis, and founded the village 
of Wrightsville, Burlington county, N. J. 
The first ofthe name, John Wright, held a 
mmission of Justice of the Peace and Cap- 
tain of militia under the ‘seal royal of 
King Charles 1. Caleb Wright, a grand- 
son of Jobn, removed to the Sus- 
quéhanna country in 1795 and settled 
near whatis now Shicksbinny, bu: returned 
to New Jersey in 1811, leaving here a son, 
Joseph, grandfather of the deceased. Joseph 
Wright was for many years a prominent ard 
iofluential citizen of Plymouth, or, as that 
portion of the valley was formerly called, 

bawnee. The Wrights were 
Quakers, or Friends, and Joseph Wright 
always adhered to their faith and stern in- 
tegrity, notwithstanding he had been dropped 
from the society for marrying outside the 
Quaker faith. He married Ellen, daughter of 
John Hendrick, and had three sons born of the 
junion; the late Hon. Hendrick B. Wright 
being the oldest, with Caleb E. and Harrison,

There was thus the blood of the 
English Quaker commingling with that of 
his persevering German forefathers, (the Hol - 
lenbacks having come of German stock) in 
the veins of one whoat a very early period of 
life manifested his love of learning ina mark- 
ed degree. : 

Jacob Cist, the grandfather of Mr. Wright, 
was also a man of mark in his day and a 
gentleman of no little scientific research. He 
was also an active business map, and erected 
the grandest private residence seen on River 
Street in his day, being’thatsolid old-fashioned 
stone dwelling a few rods below theWyoming 
Valley Hotel, known to many as the Chester 
Butler mansion, Mr. Butler having married 
the widow Cist after her husband’s death. 

Dr. Wright was, perhaps, a man without an 
enemy, and had always a kindly greeting for 
even the most lowly in the scale of social life. 
With children a favorite; for several years 
he has conducted an Agassiz Club of Children, 
teaching them to read intelligibly the shells 
and fossils of the Wyoming Historical and 
Geological Society. He was frank and out- 
spoken, but of the kindliest disposition; always 
companionable, a hard student, and had he 


J lived ‘would have ,become widely known 


and appreciated in the world of science and 
history. He was out. off in the midst 
of numerous lines of work, for he was 
preparing several things for publication. 
He was charitable to a marked degree, and 
delighted in unostentatious acts of benevolence, 
never turning a deaf ear to the needy or hard- 
ening his heart toa call for mercy, however 
undeserving the recipients of his charity may 
have shown themselves to have been. : 
In childhood young Wright was frail and 
apparently seemed destined never to arrive at 
man’s estate, but having been sent to Santa 
Cruz by his indulgent parent, one year of the

Dr, Wright was admitted to the bar in 1874, 
but as he preferred literary and scientific 
pursuits to practice of the law in a county like 
ours he never took kindly to the profession, 
He was a member ot numeroussocieties, among 
them the following: Historical Society of 
Pennsylvania, Penesslyenia Anthropological 
Society, Washington, Numismatic and Anti- 
quarian Society of Philadelphia, Virginia and 
New York Historical Societies, 
Numismatic and Archeological Society of 
New York, British Society for the Advance- 
ment of Science, a Fellow of the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Science. 
He was also a life member and 
stockholder in the Franklin Institute 
of Philadelphia, an active member of the 
American Institute of Mining Engineers, 
member uf the Wilkes-Barre Saengerbund and 
Concordia Society of this city, He was also a 
member and Secretary of the Wyoming His- 
torical and Geological Society, and perhaps 
this society owes more to his talent and unffr- 
ing energy in conducting its affairs as the 
cause of its success than that of any other 
one of the distinguished gentlemen con- 
nected therewith. To conclude, if wonld 
seem that Dr. Wright preferred to 
live more in the past while ~ pre- 
paring material for the future historian, 
rather than in the present, as he strenuously 
refused all offers of political and other pre- 
ferment voluntarily tendered him by his fel- 
low citizens, and sought not for temporary 
notoriety from-any quarter. Our little world 
of science will miss him. 
friends and neighbors he will be sincerely

Harrison Wright died at the residence of 
the fa’ op Franklin street, this city, at 
fteen minutes before eleven o'clock this 
morning.

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THE ACCIDENT TO HIM LAST WI. 
ss TER RESULTS FATALLY. — 

_ YNCIDENTS IN THE CAREBR OF THE NAVAL. 
OFFICER WHO BROUGHT CLEOPATRA’S | 
NEEDLE TO NEW-YORK, ‘S 

Henry H. Gorringe died yesterday after- 
fooon In the Benedict apartment house, on 
Washington-square. Mr. Gorringe had suffered 
for several months from spinal disease. During 
atrip toashipyard in which he was interested 
early last Winter he met with an accident that 
has resulted indeath. He tooka train that did 
not stop at hisstation. In jumping from it he | 
fell and injured his spine. He was brought back 
to this city, and was for some timeina critical 
nondition. He grew better, however, and hopes 
of his recovery were entertained. A short time 
ago he grew worse rapidly, and death followed 
yesterday. 

Mr. Gorringe came conspicuously into public 
notice by bringing Cleopatra’s Needle here from 
Egypt. When there was first talk that the 
Khédive might give the obelisk to this country 
the New-Yorkers who fell into the project, 
having provided for the expense of removal, 
. engaged Mr. Gorringe to attend toit. He se- 
cured along furlough from the Navy Depart- 
ment, in which he was a Lieutenant-Com- 
mander, went to Egypt, and on July 20, 1880, re- 
turned to this city on the Dessoug, the vessel he 
had bougnt abroad and had altered te accom- 
raodate the obelisk, The entire work was com- 
mended by engineers, no one wrudging Mr. Gor- 
ringe full credit tor it. He was honored 
with a reception by the Masons, and for a {i 
year or more frequently addressed scientific 
gatherings on the subject of the obelisk and in 
regard tothe work of removal. His furlough 
still continuing, he ayailed himself of the reputa- 
tion this project had brought him to engage in 
various enterprises as consulting engineer, a 
business at which he was quite successful. It 
brought him into turther prominence and his 
name began to fieure in the newspapers, in con- 
nection sometimes with matters foreign to his } 
profession, He was talked of in April, 1882, in | 
connection with the office.ot Commissioner of |) 
Street Cleaning in this city, in consequence of 
plans that he had submitted for the removal of 
sD0w trom the streets. 

In the Winter of 1882 Mr. Gorringe appeared in 
an interview ina city paper on the subject of 
free ships. At abont the same time rumor con- 
nected his name with an enterprise for ship- 
| building. Secretary Chandler called him to ac- 
count, ostensibly for engaging in the new en- 
terprise. Mr. Gorringe thought he saw behind 
the Secretary’s note a motive prompted by dis- 
pleasure that he should have opinions of his 
own on amooted national topic. His reply to 
the Secretary’s note was penned with that sus

Washington, from 1872 to 
1876, and was sent with the Gettysburg for 
special service in the Mediterranean trom 1876 to 
1878 Then he obtained the furlough and went 
to Egypt for the obelisk. He had more than 12 
years of sea service and nearly 5 years of shore 
and other duty during his connection with the 
aavy. Mr. Gorringe was unmarried.
